‘What Can You Tell ‘Em? 


T the end of last week men of good intent 
gave to students ‘who have spent four 
years in high school some advice calculated 
to be of value to the young people, many of 
whom were finishing their ’ 
formal education and all 
of whom were passing a 
milestone in their lives. 

It is a matter of doubt 
to me that advice from 
their elders carries much 
weight with the young, I 
am-not even sure ‘that the 
two generations communi- 
. cate—that one/gets across 

to the other the ideas and 
sentiments either wishes 
to convey. 

Still, I think it’s worth a try—and I as 
sure anyone who has never spoken at recog- 
nition exercises; which used to be called, less 
precisely, graduation exercises, that the ef- 
fort becomes more difficult with the years. 

It's reasonably safe to assume. that most 
of the speakers this year dealt with the tre- 
mendoug breakthroughs in science and tech- 
nology, spoke of the space age and, if they 
were frank, admitted an inability to predict 
what lies ahead in those fields. «

‘ I've come to the fumbling conclusion 
that the best point you can make to the new 
generation is that its members have to share 
the earth we live on with over three billion 
other people—and that wahave to learn how 
to share it. 

, This doesn't mean that every boy or gir] 
leaving high school in Greater Victoria this 
month must condition his or her every move 
to be sure that it will not injure or offend 
a specific yak-herder in Outer Mongolia, 

It does no harm to remember the yak- 
sherder occasionally, but in day-to-day living 


he cannot be the absorbing concern of every 
Western individual. i 

But if the young people leaving high 
schoo! in Greater Victoria ‘this June learn 
how to live with people around them, they 
stand a fairly good chance of learning how 
to live with those whose homes are more 
remote. 

Tney used to call this inclination. to take 
into aecount the rights, privileges and even 
idiosyncracies of other folk by the simple 
word consideration. If you were considerate, 
you didn’t walk over someone else in your 
climb toward what you wanted; If you were 
considerate, you didn't punch in the nose 
everyone who got in your way or who 
made a mistake that might hurt you. You 
preserved a certain respect for the other 
person's feelings, hopes, strengths and lack 

af strength. You made allowances for error 

and hoped that others would make allow- 
ances for the flaws in your makeup and 
behavior. 

You might even take time to remember 
that “Forgive us our trespasses as we for- 
give them that trespass against us” is more 
than a phrase that slips too often in mean- 
ingless sibilance over human lips.

It may be that fourth year high school 
students in 1963 are too young to remember 
one of the thoughtful little songs that lent 
meaning to “South Pacific’—the one that 
says something like “You've got to be taught 
to-love and hate; you've got to be taught be- 
fore it’s too late, you've got to be carefully 
taught.” . 

This point Of View no, longer sounds 
mawkish to me. Maybe it’s pollyanna. At 
the same time, it seems to be a-reasonably 
practical way of living in the world we know, 
and a hopeful projection for the world that 
will exist, barring tragic accident, when the 
high school students are the age of the men 
of good intent who spoke to them last week. 

They're going to ‘have to share the world 
with a lot of people, -including the yak-tender 
of Outer Mongolia—and they are going to 
have to realize that what they hold good and 
desirable in their own way of life may not 
seem so good or desirable to the other people, 

And there’s a pretty good reason for try- 
ing to develop ini the young this appreciation 
for others. The old game of “Bang, you're 
dead” has - been changed. It could quite 
easily be “Bang, we're all dead.”
